In the almost total absence of 
authoritative control, scores of 
thousands of refugees from the war 
zones wer trudging the night long 
to the Latvian frontier where they 
were being urned back a rifle and

French Jewry, Men 
At Front, Pray For 
Victory At Services 


By Jewish Telegraphic Agency : 
PARIS—tThe majority of its 


males in military uniforms fighting 
for the Republic, Frency Jewry 
gathered in synagogues for New 
Year services, gas mask in one 
hand and prayerbook in the other, 
and offered prayers for the victory 
of the Allies. 

With Government permission, all 
synagogues were open, the usual 
air raid precautions being taken. 
Crowded as never before, the syna- 
gogues presented a picture of 
aged men, wives and mothers pray- 
ing under dim lights for their sons 
and husbands on the battlefield 
and for their children, most of 
whom have been evacuated into 
the interior. 

Jewish leaders issued the slogan: 
“The entire Jewish nation prays 
on Rosh Hashonah for the victory 
of France and the Allies and for 
the destruction of Hitlerism.” The 
Paris rabbinate issued an appeal 
to the Jewish population not to 
gather in groups on the street in 
front of synagogues and to avoid 
speaking languages other than 
French. 

Chief Rabbi Isayo Schwartz de- 
clared in a manifesto: “France and 
the Allies have done all to arrest 
the shadow of war. The Jews are 
confident that the Eternal will aid 
them. This confidence is empha- 
sized by giving all the Jews can 
in the interior of France as well 
as at the front lines. May God 
protect our gallant soldiers and 
their chiefs. May He protect France 
and her Allies so that right, justice 
and freedom may triumph and the 
reign of violence cease forever.” 

Jewish volunteers and war vet- 
erans organized their own syna- 
gogue service, presenting a color- 
ful picture of men in uniforms 
praying on the New Year before 
departing. Among them were nu- 
merous officers of the regular army. 

Services throughout Paris were 
marked by pledges of special do- 
nations to aid the families of men 
who have been mobilized or wound- 
ed in action. Baron Robert de 
Rothschild, prominent philanthro- 
pist and Jewish leader who is him- 
self in the military service, do- 
nated 75,000 francs for the families 
of alien Jews who have volunteered. 
The sum is to be distributed 
through the Federation of Jewish 
Societies, which represents immi- 
grant Jews.

Saturday Yom Kippur 
Is Coaches’ Worry

NEW YORK—When a touchdown 


in football used to count only four 
points on the scoreboard and when 
a flying wedge was a perfectly 
legitimate form of mass _ suicide, 
with side-burns on a player almost 
as essential a part of his equipment 
as shoulder pads, that was the time 
when very few Jewish football 
players could be found in the col- 
legiate lineups in America. 

What a change, then, from the 
picture presented above to the 
scene a few weeks ago at the New 
York Herald-Tribune where the 
sports department of that metro- 
politan daily conducts a football 
school for coaches. Many of the 
grid mentors whose names are 
household bywords were worried. 
Yom Kippur, they fretted, fell on 
a September Saturday. Many of 
them had realized the fact last year 
when they had drawn up their cur- 
rent schedules. But it was not as 
bad as it might have been. The 
high holy day has been known to 
fall as late as the first Saturday in 
October. However, the mental at- 
titude is indicative of the place the 
Jew has taken in the gridiron sport. 

Fritz Crisler of Michigan was 
worried. Two of his first-string men 
are Jewish. Bernie Bierman of 
Minnesota was apprehensive, to say 
nothing of Benny Friedman of 
C. C. N. Y. and the coaches at 
N. Y. U., Cornell, Rutgers and 
scores of others. There was no 
denying the fact that the Jewish 
athlete carves quite a bit of ice in 
the national pigskin parade.

To Discuss Crisis; 
Unification Seen 
By DANIEL L. SCHORR 

NEW YORK—American Jewish 
organizations are rallying all their 
resources to cope with the plight 
of the beleaguered Jews in the war 
areas of Europe. Organizations 
have acted as follows: 

(1) The General Jewish Council, 
holding a special two-day session 
to consider “the present emer- 
gency situation,” discussed three 
plans for enlarged action and co- 
operation among organizations en- 
gaged in Jewish relief and defense 
and intensification of activities. An- 
other meeting will be held Oct. 1. 
In the interim, the plans will be 
referred to the constituent organi- 
zations—American Jewish Commit- 
tee, American Jewish Congress, 
B’nai B’rith and Jewish Labor 
Committee. In any event, the 
Council will be enlarged to include 
other organizations. 

(2) The Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee has rushed emergency funds 
to the Jewish central emergency 
committee in Poland and to Jewish 
relief agencies elsewhere in 
Europe. The J.D.C. has obtained 
the “sympathetic understanding” 
of the State Department for its 
work in Europe, an announcement 
said, and has opened discussions 
looking toward co-operation with 
the American Red Cross, the Amer- 
ican Friends Service Committee 
and other groups. 

(3) The Emergency Campaign 
Committee of the Federation of 
Polish Jews in America has re- 
ceived State Department permis- 
sion to raise funds for the relief 
of war sufferers in Poland, Samuel 
Untermyer, chairman of the emer- 
gency committee announced, and 
M. Maldwin Fertig has accepted 
the chairmanship of the .campaign 
executive committee. 

May Enlarge Big 4 

The General Jewish Council is- 
sued the following statement after 
its meeting: 

“The General Jewish Council, 
comprising the American Jewish 
Committee, the American Jewish 
Congress, B’nai B’rith and Jewish 
Labor Committee, completed a spe- 
cial two-day session last evening 
(Sunday), called to consider the 
multitude of problems arising out 
of the present emergency situa- 
tion. It was the unanimous agree- 
ment of all those present that the 
emergencies of the present mo- 
ment require an intensification of 
activities and a unification of the 
efforts of agencies engaged in the 
defense of the rights ®f Jews. 

“After a considerable discussion, 
three concrete plans were pre- 
sented preliminary to a _ specigl 
meeting of the General Jewish 
Council which has been summoned 
for Oct. 1 in New York City, for 
the purpose of reaching a decision 
with respect thereto. The fort- 
night’s interval was agreed upon 
in order to permit the constituent 
organizations to present the plans 
for the consideration of their gov+ 
erning bodies and o be instructed 
thereupon.

MINNEAPOLIS—An anti-Semite, 


George R. Blaisdell, 37, who dis- 
tributed leaflets near a church 
signed “Committee for Relief of 
Jewish Refugees,” was sentenced to 
80 days in the workhouse for dis- 
orderly conduct by Judge William 
C. Larson, who termed the leaflets 
“spurious writing emanating from 
an unknown source and calculated 
to create hatred and antagonism.” 
Judge Larson declared in his ruling 
that “there can be no more potent 
breeder of public disorder than a 
deliberate stirring up of class 
against class and race against 
race.” 

Recently, a group of 24 repre- 
sentative citizens of Minneapolis 
issued an open letter to the public 
condemning racial hatred and urg- 
ing tolerance. It suggested that 
‘Gf any propaganda reaches you 
inviting you to take part in bring- 
ing about dissension you consider 
its motive and let a spirit of civic 
pride and friendIness be the gov- 
erning factor in your decision.”

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NAZI TACTICS AGAINST 
POLISH JEWRY TOLD 





(Continued from Page 1) 
bayonet point. Enrance to Poland 
from Ltavia was likewise impos- 
sible. 

The 18 Nazi bombers swooped 
without warning on Wilno. They 
rained more than 200 explosive and 
incendiary bombs on the city. The 
thickly populated Jewish quarters 
were hardest hit in the raids. Hor- 
rible carnage was reported among 
Jewish children, women and aged. 
The planes were said to have dived 
close to the streets in the Jewish 
quarters, machine gunning fleeing 
pedestrians and leaving hundreds 
of dead and wounded in their wake. 

A number of synagogues and 
scores of houses were in flames 
from the incendiary bombs. Medi- 
cal attention was lacking and the 
greatest panic prevailed among the 
city’s extremely poor Jews, who 
make up a large proportion of Wil- 
no’s population. The normal popu- 
lation of Wilno is about 200,000, 
but it is estimated that this figure 
has risen to about 500,000 as a re- 
sul of he influx of war refugees, at 
least half of whom are Jewish. 

Jnan Ruiz, Brazilian diplomat, 
Teturned from Poland with heart- 
rending tales of the plight of war 
refugees, a majority of whom ap- 
parently were Jewish. Ruiz said he 
had seen 1,000 Jewish refugees 
stranded without food, many of 
them wounded or paralyzed with 
shock, beside the bodies of killed 
or wounded relatives in window- 
less, bomb shattered trains stalled 
on the line between Wilno and Lido. 
Other large groups in similar 
plight were observed 50 kilometers 
beyond the Wilno-Lido line, toward 
Baranowichi, where the trackage 
had been destroyed by Nazi air 
taiders. 

Ruiz returned to Riga after an 
unsuccessful effort to reach south- 
ern Polalnd or the Russian frontier. 
Leaving Riga on Sept. 12, Ruiz 
arossed through Wilno and Lido, 
but was forced to turn back be- 
cause the Baranowichi line had 
been destroyed. Returning on the 
following day, he found the line cut 
north of Lido and finally made his 
way back by means of a peasant 
eart after the greatest difficulty, 
passing through Wilno just before 
the bombardment by German war 
planes. 

Ruiz said he saw thousands of 
Jewish refugees stranded in trains 
or trudging through towns, many 
of which were still burning. He saw 
numerous bodies along the tracks, 
mostly of aged Jewish men, women 
and children. 


Flotillas of Nazi bombers were 
reported by military sources to be 
systematically raiding towns and 
refugee trains. In the absence of 
anti-aircraft and other defenses, 
the raiders were said to be literal- 
ly massacring the population of 
towns, many of which are predomi- 
nantly Jewish. 

Synagogues in Krzemienice, 
Dubno, Baranowichi and other Vol- 
hynian towns were bombed repeat- 
edly during Rosh Hashanah serv- 
ices. Services were held in those 
towns because they were consid- 
ered in safe Polish zones, since they 
were near the Russian frontier. The 
synagogues wére crowded with 
thousands of Jews and, according 
to information reaching here, the 
number killed and wounded in the 
raids reached “very large” propor- 
tions. 

According to the same sources, 
the towns of Siedlice, Lublin, Ka~- 





populations have been “completely 
obliterated” by Nazi bombs. The 
same thing has happened to central 
streets in Lwow.

tion of greater responsibility on 
the part of the General Jewish 
Council in the direction and exe- 
cution of activities relating to de- 
fense, and co-operative financial 
efforts. All three plans envisage 
the establishment of co-operative 
relations with the agencies en- 
gaged in extraordinary and nor- 
mal relief activities for Jews in 
foreign lands, and preparation for 
the preservation of the rights of 
Jews in foreign lands and in Pal- 
estine. Under al] the plans the 
enlargement of the membership of 
the General Jewish Council is an- 
ticipated to permit the inclusion 
of a greater number of represen- 
tatives than are now a part 
thereof.” 
Statement by J.D.C. 

After a special meeting of its 
officers on Sunday night, the J.D.C. 
issued the following statement with 
respect to the overseas situation 
and its program of assistance: 
“Well in advance of the out- 
break of hostilities, the Joint Dis- 
tribution Committee took steps to 
organize its affairs abroad in such 
a way as to be able to render max- 
imum service wherever the de- 
mands might arise. A_ staff of 
American citizens, under the di- 
rectorship of Morris C. Troper, is 
therefore available for such activi- 
ties and in such zones as the situ- 
ation may require. Plans are well 
under way to establish Joint Dis- 
tribution Committee offices in those 
neutral countries from which the 
most effective relief work will be 
possible 


“Close contact has been main- 





tained with the Council for Ger- 
man Jewry in London, with the 
Jewish Colonization Association, 
with the Hicem, and with the rep- 
resentatives of the organizations 
through which the Joint Distribu- 
tion Committee has heretofore op- 
erated in the refugee countries— 
Holland, Switzerland, Belgium; in 
Hungary and in Italy; and with 
the relief and philanthropic com- 
mittees in central Europe. 

“In Poland, a Central Emergency 
Committee headed by Professor 
(Moses) Schorr has effected com- 
munication with us in New York; 
and practically all the committees 
overseas have cabled our New York 
headquarters directly to inform us 
of their urgent requirements. Most 
of these committees have already 
been provided with emergency 
funds by us. 

“With the situation changing so 
rapidly, it is impossible to an- 
nounce any long range program at 
this time, but our representatives 
abroad are in constant touch with 
the au@#horities in their own coun- 
tries as well as with representa- 
tives of the United States Govern- 
ment who have been of great as- 
sistance, and who have in several 
instances advised us concerning 
the conditions in various countries.

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‘Survey Shows Jewish War Record Bright 


Total 1,500,000 Jews fought in World War, twice Jewish population ratio. More Jews than 
Germans, per population, fought and died for Kaiser’s armies. 


E theater of the present war 

is a region with a relatively 
large number of Jews. Polish Jew- 
ry is in the thick of the fighting. 
Among the soldiers of Josef Pilsud- 
‘ski who won independence for Po- 
land, the Jews established a most 
honorable record, one which they 
gre undoubtedly upholding with 
equal loyalty now. Jews are also 
enrolled in the French’ and British 
armies, but it is not likely they 
have been included in the armed 
forces of the Third Reich. The Nu- 
remberg Laws disqualify “non- 
Aryans” for military service, but 
there need be no doubt that the 
Jews of Germany, former Austria, 
and former Czechoslovakia are 
serving in labor battalions and as 
army doctors. 

At the present juncture it is rele- 
yant to review the participation of 
the Jews in the World War of 1914- 
18, Polish Jewry was then divided 
among the Russian, Austro-Hun- 
garian and German empires. Sev- 
eral of the belligerent nations of 
that war are neutral at present; it 
is hoped that they will not become 
involved. It should nevertheless be 
of interest to consider the record of 
Jewish participation in the World 
War under the banners of the chief 
belligerent powers, including those 
which are neutral today. 

Of the 14,000,000 Jews then in 
the world, during the four years 
of the war about 1,500,000 were in- 
duded in the mobilized forces of 
the belligerent nations. These 
1,500,000 Jews amounted to more 
than 2 per cent of the 65,000,000 
men in all the mobilized forces, or 
almost twice the Jewish popula- 
tion ratio in the countries involved. 
The population of all the countries 
at war aggregated 1,001,800,000, 
among whom the Jews numbered 
13,508,000, or 1.3 per cent. More- 
over, in each country a greater 
fraction among the Jewish popula- 
tion served in the army than among 
the population at large. 


U. S. Jews Patriotic 

The number of Americans mob- 
lized totaled 4,355,000, or 4.1 per 
tent of the entire population (105,- 
10,620 according to the census of 
1920). In 1917 the Jewish popula- 
tion was estimated at 3,390,000, or 
33 per cent of the total population 
of the country. The number of 
American Jews included in the 
mobilized forces totaled about 225,- 
00, of whom 30,000 to 40,000 (18 
hr cent) were volunteers. Thus, 
the Jews supplied 5.1 per cent of 
the mobilized forces, as compared 
vith their population ratio of 3.3 
Mr cent. It is known that the se- 
lective draft resulted in a relative- 
ly large number of soldiers from 
the urban population, and the Jews, 
8 a predominantly urban popula- 
tion, shared fully in the effects of 
the System. On the other hand, 
mong those granted exemption be- 
‘use they were engaged in agri~ 
culture and in such fields as mining 
ind the metal industry, the number 
of Jews was small. 

_The mobilized forces of the Brit- 
th Empire numbered 9,296,691, or 
2 Per cent of the total popula- 
tion (423,000,000 in 1911). The 
ws of the British Empire totaled 





about 600,000 (1-7 of 1 per cent) in 
4914, including the 200,000 recent 
Migrants from other countries 
ho had not yet been naturalized 
thus were not eligible to serve. 

© British mobilized forces in- 
ed 50,000 Jews, or 8 per cent 
the total Jewish population, 
the Jews constituted over % 


of 1 per cent of the British forces, 
as compared with their ratio in the 
population which was 1-7 of 1 per 
cent. Among the 50,000 enrolled, 
there were 10,000 Jews who had 
volunteered for active service be- 
fore the draft. 

France and its colonies mobilized 
8,410,000, or 16 per cent of a total 
population of about 52,000,000. The 
number of Jews mobilized was ap- 
proximately 55,000, or over 20 per 
cent of the total Jewish population, 
estimated at 240,000. Thus, where- 
as the Jews in France and French 
Africa constituted less tHan % of 
1 per cent of the total population, 
in the army the Jewish ratio was 
0.6 per cent. 

11,000 North African Jews 

The 11,000 Tunisian and Moroc- 
can Jews who joined the French 
forces fought as volunteers. Not 
being French citizens they were 
not subject to the draft, and not 
being Moselems they could not be 
recruited in the native contingents. 
On June 19, 1918, Minister of Mili- 
tary Marine, Cesar Campinchi, in 
speaking for his government at the 
dedication of a monument erected 
at Douament (near Verdun) in 
honor of the Jewish war dead in 
France, recalled that of the 30,000 
Russian, Rumanian and Turkish 
Jews residing in France in 1914, 
12,000 volunteered for service in 
the French Foreign Legion. 

The Tsarist government mobil- 
ized a total of 12,000,000, or 7 per 
cent of the country’s population 
(171,000,000). The last census be- 
fore the war (1897) gave the total 
Jewish population as 5,110,548, or 
3 per cent of the total population. 
Although it has been estimated 
that by 1914 the Jewish population 
had increased (5,800,000 to 6,000,- 
000), the general population like- 
wise increased, so that the Jewish 
ratio of 3 per cent remained about 
the same. It is estimated that the 
number of Jews in the mobilized 
forces totaled about 600,000, 5 per 
cent. Thus, 10 per cent of the Jew- 
ish population was mobilized. The 
total mobilized forces comprised 7 
per cent of the general population. 

Large Percentage in Rumania 

The Rumanian Kingdom mobil- 
ized about 750,000 of its total popu- 
lation of 7,900,000. Thus, 9:5 per 
cent of the total population was 


mobilized. Among the 750,000 there 
were approximately 35,000 Jews 
(estimated by General Alevra). 
These 35,000 Jews constituted 15.2 
per cent of the total Jewish popu- 
lation of 230,000, while the total 
mobilizezd forces comprised 9.5 per 
cent of the general population. 
Thus, whereas the Jewish popula- 
tion constituted 2.91 per cent of 
the total Rumanian population, 
among the mobilized forces the 
Jews constituted 4.6 per cent. 

The German Empire mobilized 
11,000,000, or 16 per cent of its 
total population (68,000,000). The 
number of Jews mobilized was ap- 
proximately 100,000. This constitut- 
ed 16.5 per cent of the Jewish pop- 
ulation which, according to the 
census of 1910, was 603,811 (includ- 
ing immigrants not eligible tv 
serve). Thus, whereas the Jewish 
population ratio was 0.93 per cent, 
among the mobilized forces the 
Jews constituted 1.1 per cent. 

With regard to Jewish participa- 
tion in the German army, there are 
some interesting supplementary 
facts. The number of Jews killed 
in action totaled about 12,000. Dec- 
orations were conferred upon some 
35,000 Jews and the number pro- 
moted totaled about 23,000. 

The Dual Monarchy mobilized 
a total of 7,800,000, or 13.6 per cent 
of the total population (57,000,000). 
Among the mobilized forces the 
Jews numbered 300,000, or 3.8 per 
cent. According to the census of 
1910, the number of Jews in Aus- 
tria-Hungary was about 2,280,000, 
or 4 per cent of the general popu- 
lation. Thus, 13.1 per cent of the 
Jewish population was mobilized. 
The total mobilized forces com- 
prised 13.6 per cent of the general 
population.—Congress- Bulletin.

Menu Expert Says No Need To Fear 


Giving A Party If Everything Is Planned 


By Mildred Grosbery Bellin 


EIGH-HO! Summer is ending, 

here the holidays are over and the 
party season is upon us. Are you 
scared to death at the thought of 
giving a large party? You needn’t 
be. Giving a party is as much fun 
as going to one—if you have it all 
planned first. 

Of course, guests have to ke 
amused with games or bridge and 
such like, but we have to feed ’em, 
too, and don’t let anyone tell you 
that part isn’t important. It’s a 
good idea to feed guests soon after 
they come, the Sunday night sup- 
per idea. It puts them in a mellow, 
acquiescent mood for one thing, and 
leaves the hostess free during the 
evening. For one of these parties 
12 to 25 are good numbers, more 
are nice if possible, but seldom 
have less. 

As for the menu, men like it 
fairly substantial, and with men at 
a party, we cater to them. A good 
rule is to have one hot dish and 
one cold one, in addition to the 
salad, potato chips, relishes, etc. 
Cold drinks are easier to serve, but 
a hot beverage hits the spot on a 
cold night. 

And now for a little success se- 
cret. Have one dish that is a repu- 
tation maker—something that the 
males and females both rave about 
and all your friends want to know 
how to make. One of the best of 
these is my favorite one for baked 
beans that are different. 


Around the bean pot the follow- 
ing menu drapes itself perfectly. 
In the Living Room 
Cocktails, canapes or assorted 
cocktail crackers 
At the Table 
Baked beans 
Platter of cold cuts Potato chips 
Salid bowl of 
Shredded lettuce, endive, water- 
cress, sliced cucumber, tomato and 


radish, garnished with canned arti- 
choke hearts 
Served French dressing 
Relish, dish of dill pickles, Olives, 
mustard, etc. 
Fresh Jewish rye bread an roll 
Apple pie Beverage 
Here is the baked bean recipe. 
Please follow the directions care- 
fully. If you don’t make it in ad- 
vance and reheat it, people will 
wonder why you bothered. The 
flavor has to soak in overnight. 


Baked Beans 


lb. baby lima beans 
lb. fat flanken 
teaspoon salt 
teaspoon pepper 
cup brown sugar 
No. 2 can tomatoes 
extra tomato juice 


Soak beans overnight in plenty 
of cold water two days before they 
are to be eaten. Next morning, 
cook in the same liquid until they 
are tender but not mushy. Strain 
tomatoes, add sugar, salt and pep- 
per, and heat just enough to dis- 
solve the sugar. Cut the meat into 
pieces one inch long and one-fourth 
inch thick. In a large casserole or 
bean pot, if you have one, place 
alternate layers of the beans, flan- 
ken, and tomato mixture. Cover 
tightly and bake at 325 degrees F. 
for 2% hours. Cool and place in 
refrigerator until one hour before 
use. The beans will appear dry. 
Add slowly the extra tomato juice 
until the beans look juicy again. 
Cover and reheat one hour at 350 
degrees F,

| we were asked to name six Jewish 
| football officials, six Jewish foot- 


ball coaches, and just six Jewish 
fight is something else. Recently 
names connected with the game 
other than in a playing capacity. 

We couldn’t scrape up the num- 
ber of coaches, Friedman of C, C. 
N. Y. and Marchy Schwartz, of 
some small Oklahoma school, being 
the only ones allowed us. Ralph 
Horween of Harvard and Maurice 
Dubofsky of Georgetown were 
crossed off our list because they 
had been coaches and were no 
longer connected with the game. 
Very much in the same manner, 
Mielziner and Doc Alexander who 
lend a helping hand to Benny 
Friedman at City College were also 
scuttled because they were not full- 
fledged coaches—merely part-time 
workers. 


We had to admit that with some 
six hundred schools of higher edu- 
cation in the country each of which 
boasts of a football team we 
couldn’t name more than two Jew- 
ish coaches. Insofar as the officials 
went, ours was a hopeless task to 
begin with. We’ve never heard of 
a Jewish football umpire, or line- 
man, or referee. We flopped equal- 
ly as badly on the last problem that 
had been posed us. 

“In other words,” our inquisi- 
tioner went on to say, “the Jew 
hasn’t got very far in this game of 
football once he’s removed from 
the playing field. I don’t know 
whether or not you’ll admit it but 
the most apparent reason why 
Fritz Crisler was given the coach- 
ing nod over Benny Friedman at

Michigan was that the latter was 
Jewish.” 

We couldn’t get a word in to de- 
fend statements we had made in 
the past. 

Different in Baseball 

“With baseball it’s different. 
Only 6 per cent of the Jews con- 
nected with that game are active 
players. You’ll find the others as 
owners, managers, vice presidents, 
club secretaries, road secretaries, 
scouts and ballyhoo men. Baseball 
No longer is a 
man a kike, a wop or a bohunk 
when it comes to landing jobs that 
count in the game of baseball. 
But you still have some of this 
false pride from which football 
suffered twenty and thirty years 
ago in the gridiron game. 

“Until football went big  busi- 
ness a quarter of a century ago, 
college fraternities ran the show 
from the sidelines and often on the 
field. There was systematic dis- 
crimination against the non-frater- 
nity man, especially in those big- 
name colleges which monopolized 
all championships and all-America 
nominations.

arrested on charges of sabotage 

and espionage. 

The bombardment of Warsaw, 
the same advices reported, has 
taken a particularly heavy toll of 
Jewish lives. Nazi planes were 
dropping bombs in Nalewski, re- 
sulting in many casualties. 

Warsaw’s normal Jewish popula- 
tion of 350,000 has been swelled 
by thousands of refugees from 
Lodz and other occupied territories 
who were actively participating in 
the Polish capital’s deefnse. 

Hundreds of Jewish shops have 
been converted into canteens for 
troops and first-aid stations. The 
Jewish Aid Committee was serving 
soup, bread and tea both to troops 
and children. 

Authorities in the Wilno district 
ordered food sold at reduced prices 
because of Rosh Hashonah. Polish 
fish co-operatives distributed fish 
gratis to poor Jews.

DETROIT—Radio station CKLW 
of Detroit and Windsor, Ont., an- 
nounced that in view of Canada’s 
declaration of war against Ger- 
many the broadcasts sponsored by 
Charles E. Coughlin’s Social Justice 
magazine have been cancelled. It 
was stated here that the station 
apparently regarded the Coughlin 
broadcasts as pro-German. 








F.C.C. Urged to Act 
By Jewish Telegraphic Agency 
NEW YORK—Charges that 


Charles E. Coughlin was “inciting 
to riot and civil war” through his 
weekly broadcasts were made by 
the Friends of Democracy in a 
memorandum to the Federal Com- 
munications Commission and the 
National Association of Broadcast- 
ers. The memorandum, signed by 
L. M. Birkhead, national director, 
urged that steps be taken to can- 
cel Father Coughlin’s contracts 
with radio stations carrying his 
weekly talks from Royal Oak, 
Mich., or to see that they are not 
renewed upon their expiration. 
The document cited particularly 
Coughlin’s July 380 broadcast in 
which the “radio priest” warned 
his opponents that “we will fight 
you in Franco’s way if necessary.” 
“This quotation,” the memoran- 
dum stated, “is typical of Father 
Coughlin’s philosophy of violent 
and revolutionary utterances. Near- 
ly every sentence is aimed at the 
destruction of our democratic civil- 
ization. . .because of the fact that 
the temper and character of his

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wman Flays Rabbis’ Critics

hensible” by Rabbi Louis I. Newman of New York. 


HAT attitude shall American 

Jews take towards the war? Or 
should we expect that there is to 
be a single attitude on the part of 
all or most American Jews? Presi- 
dent Roosevelt in his speech Sun- 
day evening, September 3, declared 
that he could not expect Americans 
to be neutral in their thoughts, In 
other words, every individual has 
his own convictions relating to the 
issues of the war. 

Unfortunately there is an opinion 
in certain circles of American Jew- 
ish leadership that an attempt must 
be made to control the views of the 
public spokesmen of the Jewish 
community. At least one instance 
has come to our notice of the en- 
deavor to dictate to rabbis the 
opinions which they must voice in 
their pulpit, or write in the press. 
Such a high-handed procedure is 

. reprehensible, and both rabbis and 
laymen should repudiate it. The 
rabbis of this generation, for the 
most part, have preached through 
one World War and thereafter; 
they can be counted upon to speak 
wisely and judiciously in the light 
of their own conscience and obser- 
vation. Moreover, the younger men 
in the Jewish pulpit are men of 
scholarship and good sense; they 
likewise may be thoroughly trusted. 
Moreover, it is certain that there 
will be much variance of opinion 
on particular points. For example, 
Rabbi Philip S. Bernstein of Roch- 
ester expressed at the Williams- 
town Institute a highly pacifist 
opinion. He is a conscientious ob- 
jector with reference to the war 
system, and, if I am not mistaken, 
was an advocate for the ill-fated 
proposal at a session of the Cen- 
tral Conference of American Rab- 
bis that Jews ask for the legal 
status of the Quakers in wartime. 

I have not agreed and do not 
agree with Rabbi Bernstein in his 
attitude towards the duty of the 
citizen in times of war. I squirmed 
when I read the item in the New 
York Times since I do not believe 
it adequately represents the wisest 
position which Jews can_ take. 
Nevertheless, I would do nothing 
more than politely disagree with 
my talented colleague. No _ pres- 
sure should be brought upon him 
by laity or Rabbis though I ven- 
ture to say he has received criti- 
cisms and warnings. The more 
tense the times the more we should 
be on guard to protect our pristine

liberties of utterance. We have no 
desire to repeat the scandal of 
Uriel Acosta and Benedict Spinoza 
in our times. 


Vigilante committees are being 
set up by certain national Jewish 
organizations, the American Jew- 
ish ongress, excepted, in order to 
keep u check rein upon the utter- 
ances of Rabbis and other Jewish 
publicists. Through the medium of 
this cuiumn I send out storm-sig- 
nalg to my colleagues cautioning 
them against the growing tendency 
to censor and suppress pulpit utter- 
ances, If a representative of a na- 
tional Jewish organization comes 
into your community, seeking to 
“advise” on the attitude which your 
community should take, permit me 
to say that this representative 
should be told that the Rabbi main- 
tains freedom of judgment and re- 
gards as unassailable his right to 
look ahead and to speak as his con- 





science and his powers of observa- 
tion and interpretation determine. 

Moreover, I should like to say to 
the national Jewish organization 
resorting to these tactics of suave 
and delicate “guidance” that they 
are barking up the wrong tree. 
no Jew wishes

time, we wish to do nothing or

say nothing which would lead non- 
Jews to imagine that we wish to 
soft-pedal the hostility to Hitler. 
When Poland 
seems likely, an attempt wil be 


is conquered, as 
made to conclude peace on the 
Western Front, in accordance with 
the terms of the victorious Ger- 
mans. It would be shocking if any 
Jews supported this move directly 
or indirectly. Moreover, if the 
United States should enter the 


World War, the recollection that 
Jews have played the game of the 
isolationists may prove a boomer- 
ang against them. In other words, 
make up his mind for himself; and 
knowing that Rabbis are intelligent 





folk, they can be expected to think 
and speak wisely. They do not need 
the scrutiny or control of any lay- 
man seeking to be Inquisitors, or 
their hirelings, ex-Rabbinical or 
otherwise.

America with genuine, honest, sin- 
cere neutrality.”

Michael Williams, Forum speak- 
er on December 10, is regarded as 
one of the outstanding figures in 
religious journalism in the United 
States. He has made a special 
study of the problems of the Cath- 
olic Church in the dictator coun- 
tries. He reported the coronation 
of Pope Pius XII for the New York 
Times. 

He met and talked with leading 
clergymen from Italy and Germany 
at tht recent papal conclave and 
immediately following its adjourn- 
ment visited Spain as the personal 
guest of Cardinal Y. Gama, leading 
clerical adviser to General Franco’s 
government. 

Not long after he began writing 
on religious subjects, Mr. Williams 
conceived of a Catholic magazine 
in the field of arts that would meet 
the needs of the laity.

He was 
the first lay Catholic to edit a 
magazine intended for Catholic 
readers. Almost from its inception 
in 1920, the Commonweal had a 
wide influence not only among 
Catholics but among members of 
all faiths in this country and even 
abroad.

Paassen a Journalist 

“Days of Our Years,” the mem- 
oirs of Pierre Van Paassen, who 
speaks here February 11, has been 
acclaimed one of the best selling 
books of 1939. It gives vivid pic- 
tures of his life all over the world 
as a newspaper correspondent. 

Mr. Van Paassen was born in 
Holland of strict Calvinist parents. 
He spent his later youth in Canada 
and soon after the outbreak of the 
World War he left a theological 
school to join the Canadian army. 
He was wounded in action and was 
decorated several times for brav- 
ery. 

When the armistice was signed 
he came back to Canada and en- 
tered the profession of journalism 
by accident. The civil re-establish- 
ment commission, whose duty it 
was to find civilian employment for 
discharged soldiers, handed him a 
list of trades and professions in 
which vocational traning was being 
offered. He shut his eyes and let 
his finger run down the list. When 
he opened them he found that he 
had pointed out the word “jour- 
nalism.” 

Subsequently he found a position 
on the Toronto Star and after a 
period of service on various Ameri- 
can newspapers including the At- 
lanta Constitution and the New 
York World, he was sent by the 
World to Paris. From France he 
went to Morocco, Spain, Italy, 
Syria, Palestine, Russia, the Bal- 
kans, Ethiopia and Germany, when- 
ever there was any trouble. 

Steel Closing Lecturer 

Johannes Steel, who speaks be- 


fore the Forum on March 11, is 


well known for his radio program 








on Station WMCA, “The Truth Be- 
hind the News as I See It.” 

Just 30 years old, Mr. Steel has 
packed a great deal of activity into 
a small number of years. He was 
educated at Heidelberg, Geneva, 
and Oxford.

The only military command he has 
ever heeded is “Columists Right.” And since, what with the current 
European scrap, a war column seems to be indicated, he has turned 
over the job to someone with a little more thirst for blood. 

REVISED WAR LEXICON 

Wars aren’t fought any more like when we were a boy. Modern 
military and political strategy has tossed the accepted terminology into 
discard and given new meanings to old words. A revised vocabulary of 
warwords is the obvious need of the day. To get the thing started, we 
are happy to make the first contribution in a small way: 

Aggression—An act committed by a weaker nation in withholding 
territory from a stronger power. (See also provocation.) 

Blackout—The extinguishing of lights in a given city because the 
glare hurts the eyes of enemy aviators. Popular among the poor and 
among young lovers. 

Democracy—A form of political administration which government 
heads systematically undermine for years by concessions to its enemies 
until they are dragged into war, whereupon they become its avowed 
chief defenders. 

Encirclement (German)—The act of other nations in uniting to halt 
the natural expansion of a great nation. Not to be used to denote the 
surrounding of a weaker nation in pursuance of national destiny. 


Front—A rapidly moving line denoting the point at which an in-4 


vader’s forces rest for the night. 

Jews (German)—(1) During peacetime, a term of contempt and de- 
rogation applied to a scapegoat people marked for destruction; a para- 
sitic people unable to do any useful work. 

(2) During wartime, a term applied to compatriots useful as physi- 
cians, laborers, etc.; a people deserving of consideration as a military 
aid. 

Living Room—(1) Whatever territory a nation wishes to annex. 

(2) (Rare) Parlor. 

Neutrality—(1) What a small nation declares when it hates the guts 
of a belligerent but is scared to say so. 

(2) What an axis nation declares when it wants to help an ally but 
wants to continue being able to buy supplies abroad. 

(8) What a great overseas nation declares when it detests an in- 
vader but wants to keep out of the mess. 

Non-Aggression—A pact signed as a preliminary to aggression. 

Open City—A city which may contain military objectives, for all 
you know, so let’s bomb it anyway, nicht wahr? 

Torpedo (German)—An explosive missile which a Government fires 
into its own ships, killing its own subjects, with the obvious intent of 
gaining sympathy abroad. 

War—(1) Armed conflict waged without declaration. 

(2) Declaration accompanied by very little arm conflict.

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A Community Council For Indianapolis Nearer 


Fae MOVE to enlarge the General Jewish Coun- 

cil into an organization truly representative of 
United States Jewry, and the plan to give to it 
definite powers to consolidate the forces of all 
national Jewish organizations, will finally sift 
down to the Jewish communities of the nation. 
Indianapolis then will be asked to form a commu- 
nity council, this paper believes. 

When Rabbi Charry, a staunch supporter of 
such a council, was asked to write the article, 
“The American Jewish Community Comes of 
Age” for our New Year issue last week, promi- 
nent members of Indianapolis Jewry were soli- 
cited for an article on the opposite side of the 
question. This paper was able to find no one here 
who would oppose the formation of a Jewish 
community council, 

Indeed, when H. Joseph Hyman, executive di- 
rector of The Jewish Welfare Federation was 
asked to read over his article, “How Indianapolis 
Cares For Its Social Service Obligations,” he ap- 
pended the following sentences, which because 
Mr. Hyman was away on his vacation, arrived 
too late to be included. They said: “The Public 
Relations committee representing important na- 


tional civic-protective agencies is to co-operate 
with the General Jewish Council. This is the first 
step toward giving the Jewish Federation the 
additional functions of a Jewish Community 
Council.” 

Even the Federation then is agreed that Indi- 
anapolis should eventually have a community 
council. The new move on a national scale should 
hasten this process. However, a word of caution, 
if The Federation is being transformed, gradually 
or immediately, into a community council, to 
speak for Indianapolis Jewry, then Indianapolis 
Jewry should be so informed. Not casually either. 
A public announcement stating the exact arrange- 
ment, the exact powers and the exact representa- 
tion should be made. In fact, the entire set-up 
should be presented to the community for ap- 
proval. A community council for Indianapolis 
Jewry could be the most benign in the world, but 
unless it is democratic, and represents the will of 
the people, it will be an artificial accretion to one 
of the finest Jemsh communities in the nation 
which will eventually wither of its own lack of 
vitality and fall apart. 


Current Comment 


Z. Tygel Congratulates General Jewish Council 
On Move To Implement Unity.—According to 
newspaper reports, the General Jewish Council 
has issued a call for a conference of Jewish or- 
ganizations at an early date to deal with the 
current situation. This is certainly good news. It 
would indicate that the Council, hitherto func- 
tioning in camera on the premise, apparently, 
that its purpose was merely to co-ordinate the 
thoughts of its four constituent bodies, has final- 
ly taken a far-reaching step to consult with other 
Jewish organizations with regard to some pro- 
gram of action demanded by the critical prob- 
lems of the present historical moment. 

I her, also that the American Jewish Con- 
gress intends to make the following two pro- 
posals to the conference: (1) that one committee 
be created representing all the organizations de- 
voted to the defense of Jewish interests from a 
moral and political standpoint, and (2) another 
committee be created representing all the organ- 
izations engaged in fund raising for overseas re- 
lief. To these two proposals, I subscribe whole- 
heartedly and without reservation. Such a step- 
up is urgently needed in Jewish affairs, particu- 
larly at this time. 

United Jewish action is the crying need of the 
hour. And it is precisely because I am so pro- 
foundly convinced of this that I want to raise my 
voice again in warning against any attempt to 
create such unity without building it on the solid 
foundation of American Jewry as a whole. Un- 
less this will be the guiding principle of the 
forthcoming conference, I am afraid the splendid 
proposals of the American Jewish Congress will 
die aborning. 

The failure hitherto to create the long promised 
unity of American Jewry has been explained by 
well-meaning members of the General 
Jewish Council, who argued along these lines: 
unity is a fine thing, a necessity, but it is not so 
easy of attainment—it must take much time and 
patience—the very fact that the four leading 
Jewish bodies have finally come together in a 
joint effort to strive for unity is in itself a great 
achievement and their discussions up to now, even 
though limited to co-ordinating their thoughts, 
have already brought good results. Furthermore, 
these people argue, if the existence and influence 
of the General Jewish Council will serve to pre- 
vent at the conference on refugees which Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has proposed to hold in Washing- 
ton a repetition of what occurred at the Evian 
Conference, when thirty Jewish organizations ap- 
peared, then the Council will have justified its ex- 
istence—particularly since some of its commit- 
tees, notably the Law Committee, have admitted- 
ly performed important practical work. Unity of 
action, these people contend, is not something that 
can he achieved in a brief space of time. 

These arguments do not impress me. But 
granting even that they are right, I still main- 
tain that in a time of crisis, such as faces us to- 
day, we cannot permit the slow processes of 


certain 


normal social activity to operate. Emergency 
situations require emergency measures, an accel- 
eration of tempo in accordance with the rushing 
tide of events. Against such a tragic condition as 
exists in Jewish life today no apologies, no mat- 
ter how logical in theory, will hold.
